Our last report accounted for 106,318 bushels of grain received at 
the Gleichen elevators of this season’s crop. Since then the ‘receipts 
have been 131,499, making a total of 237,812, but we regret to say that 
in these figures we lack the receipts from one elevator, owing to the 
manager being too busy when the reporter made the rounds; however, 
this will be accounted for in our next report. 

All'the elevator managers report business very brisk, owing to the 
fine weather, which permits threshing to continue and the roads being 
in good condition grain hauling isin full swing. Six and eight-hors? 
teams are an ordinary sight. 

Several of the elevator men have been obliged to turn away grain 
owing to the lack of room and a shortage of cars in which to ship. One 
regrets his firm did not build an addition as gintended, . believing 
there would be plenty of cars available when it was announced the crops 
were a failure in Manitoba and Saskatchewan. Cluny is said to be in 
even worse circumstances, all the elevators filled and the cars coming 
very slow; and some are already filling granaries there. 


There have been 71 cars shipped of this year’s grain from Glei- 
chen and three from Stobart.

Much of the meat ‘for European 


Russia comes from Siberia, From 
November to April it may be shipped 


{in a frozen state to the large towns 


and cities, It is, of course, not as 
good frozen as it would be if merely 
chilled, In warm weather, on the 
contrary, live animals have to be 
shipped to the centres of consump- 
tion and slaughtered there, For lock 
of refrigeration and cold storage at 
these centres the meat must be sold 
fresh, The price is necessarily high, 
hecause of the loss by shrinkage dur- 
ing long and slow transportation, and 
to offset the losses by spoiling after 
slaughtering, The poorer classes 
in the large towns can eat but little 
meat in hot weather because of its 
high cost, In the refrigeration of 
fish certain important shipping lines 
have done wonders with the use of 
natural ice and special packing. But

Another War to Wage 


Irrigation means intensive farming and close settlement, 
with all the advantages of a densely populated agricultural com- 
munity. 


England is fighting one war and getting ready for 
unother, The statement is made that “today from seventy 
to eighty British factory workers are doing as much labor 
as were a hundred in pre-war times, and this at the expen- 
diture of very little if any’ more physical and mental 
effort,” while to quote but one example of the new alliance 
of science with industry, aniline dyes have been manufac- 
tured in the Mother Country at considerably less than they 
could be bought from Germany before the war. Her 
aggregate manufacturers are multiplying, and this despite 
the millions withdrawn from productive labor. 

On the other hand it is unqestionably the German 
intention to secure at the earliest opportunity great quan- 
tities of ready cash and at the same time to overwhelm 
competition generally by flooding the markets of the world 
with bargain goods—killing the two birds with one stone, 
This is the campaign that is being planned and planned 
doubtless with the same ingenuity that evolved the substi- 
tution of wood pulp for cotton in explosives, that put tnree 
shifts of men in mines and oil fields, extracted fodder from 
straw, built the underwater liner, contrived synthetic 
tubber and extracted nitrogen from the air. 

Alignments are already formed. How much of this 
front are we going to hold? 

Foreign competition for the trade of the world is 
very intelligent and very fierce, and if a Canadian manu- 
facturer seeks foreign business he has to meet that compe. 
tition, and to meet it adequately. [o meet it adequately 
means the employment of brains and of money and the 
putting forth of conscientious efforts to acquire in some 
degree at least the purchaser’s point of view and 4 dispos- 
ition and willingness to meet him at Jeast half way in his 
wishes; to try to give him the things he wants, and not 
what the Canadian manufacturer thinke Ke ought'to want, 
What is more, if our people expect to compete’ with the 
Germans, Americans and French, eto., they must educate 
the younger generation of business men to understand 
foreign trade, to speak foreign languages, and to meet 
foreign methods and demands,

A. decision has been reached by the Department of 
Interior at Ottawa that henceforth all settlers locating on 
homestead lands in the timbered parts of the West will 
have to take out burning permits before starting fires to 
clear their lands.

PLANS FOR PLACING IMMIGRANTS — 
ON THE LAND AFTER THE WAR 


BETTER MANAGEMENT OF IMMIGRATION PROBLEM 


Lord Shaughnessy Says That There Must Be a Selection of the 
Desired Classes and a Refusal to Accept Any and Every 
Settler Who Might Offer to Come to Canada 


Lord Shaughnessy, president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, after re- 
turning from a prolonged tour of in- 
spection of the company’s system in 
the West, gave a most cheering re- 
port on conditions in the four Wes- 
tern Provinces, 

Being asked about immigration af- 
ter the war, His Lordship made sev- 
eral important statements, In the 
first place, he said that even if there 
was a movement toward Canada im- 
mediately after the war, it could not 
be handied, since it would take con- 
siderable time to get the troops back, 
and there would be a great deal of 
preliminary adjustment in Europe, In 
the second place, he said that after 
the war there ought to be a much 
more thorough administration of the 
immigration problem, 

He said that in addition to dealing 
in a better way with the immigrant 
after he reached Canada, there should 
be perfect supervision at the point of 
origin, There must be a selection of 
the desired classes, and refusal to ac- 
cept any and every settler who might 
ofter to come to Canada, 

In the third place, His Lordship 
said that after the war every means 
would be used to present the advin- 
tages of Canada to the intending set- 
tlers and to all desirable colonists 
Who might wish to make new homes 
in new countfics, 

The Canadian Pacific 
tinue to make every effort to aid 
these settlers after they reached the 
Dominion, He expected that the pol- 
icy of the ready-made farm would be 
continued, but he thought that in- 
stead of building houses, immigrants 


might be furnished with materials 
for buildings at the lowest possible 
prices and be allowed to construct 
their own buildings, thus reducing 


the cost and affording the newcomers 
employment for the first months of 
their residence in the Dominion, 
“We have no manner of doubt with 
reference to the future of Canada af- 
ter the war,” said His Lordship, “In 
the course of a few years there will 
be a satisfactory immigration from 
Europe, and the development of the 
country will continue and go forward 
as rapidly as is desirable. Canada has 
fully demonstrated its productive ca- 
pacity, and in the course of a few 
years, if we do our duty, it will be 
the equal of any country in the world, 
With reference to the Western Pro- 
vinces, I would say that I have never 
wavered in my faith in them,”

The life of a gun depends upon the 
progress of crosion, which sooner or 
later is certain to impair the accur- 
acy of fire, according to Iron Age. 
Erosion is caused by the action of the 
explosive gases at high temperature 
and pressure, The hot gases cause a 
thin film of steel to absorb heat, The 
film expands and becomes set, Upon 
the release of the pressure it con- 
tracts, which causes minute cracks 
that grow larger with ¢very  dis- 
charge. As they increase in size they 
form passageways for more hot gas, 


further, The inner surface thus be- 
comes roughened and the bore begins 
to corrode, Finally, the bore becomes 
so enlarged that it allows the gases 
to escape. ‘The shell does not then 
acquire its proper rotation, and its 
flight becomes erratic,

How the British submarine [-31 
brought down the German Zeppelin 
7, afterward narrowly, missing de- 
struction or capture, by a German 
warship, is told in a story compiled 
for the British official préss burcau
